The City Council of San Dimas, Cal. 
passed an ordinance at their last meet- 
ing prohibiting motor vehicle traffic in 
the city’s undeveloped areas, 

Mayor D.F,. Hooper suggested the 
ordinance at a meeting on Sept, 22, The 
council met Friday the 26th and passed 
the new ordinance, 

Puddingstone Park is included in the 
restricted areas, City Manager Bob Poff 
says that motorcycles have been tearing 
up hills in the vicinity. But he denied 
that the city is trying to push off-road 
motorcyclists out of San Dimas; he 
explained that the city recognizes the 
need for an area set aside exclusively 
for bikes, He mentioned that there is an 


isolated section of Puddingstone Park - 
which would be perfect for this use. 


The park plans are now in the making, 
Equestrian trails have already been

Lawwill came on strong in the second 
heat to win with a new track record, 
breaking the mark set last year by 
Lacher. Romero ran second to Lawwill 
forthe first time during the show— an 
indication of things to come later, 

Texas rider Gary Corpian failed to 
finish high enough to transfer, Four 
time winner Sammy Tanner held on for 
a fifth spot with Dewayne Keeter return- 
ning from England to run fourth on the 
Eddie Wirth BSA, 

The third and final heat race, the heat 
with the talent loaded lineup, also was 
run under the old record time with

rne and Mel(37) Lacher crashed in the first turn. 


Lacher the winner. Seabourne ran sec- 
ond with rookies Mark Brelsford and 
Tom Rockwood riding it down to the wire 
for third, Rockwood, Rayborn, Pat Gosch 
and Jim Rice all transferred to the 
Semi. 

Chuck Palmgren, who has been in the 
pits at Ascot the last three weeks just 
watching, rode in this heat race but 
failed to finish inside the first seven and 
did not transfer, Jody Nicholas was 
bounced off the groove, crashed and 
also failed to move to the Semi. 

The Semi took the first three riders 
to the final, Rockwood slashed his way 
from an early fourth position to go on 
for the win with Rayborn second and 
Dallas Baker taking the last transfer in 
third. Keeter, Tanner, Rice, Gosch and 
Dusty Coppage were just a few that 
failed to move out of the loaded event. 

If there was ever to be adoubt that the 
new 750-650 engine rule has proven to be 
the swan song for the 500's it was the 
national 20 lap final, 

Lawwill took the lead on a restart due 
to a first turn, first lap crash involving 
Shorty Seabourne and Lacher.

Romero was second 
with Lacher right behind, Chinowski 
moved into fourth with Rockwood, who 
Started in the back row in tenth place, 
‘coming up early to take over fifth, 

Two-thirds of the race found Lacher 
dropping off the pace, leaving Romero 
to second by himself, Chinowski and 
Rockwood both closed on Lacher but 
were unable to pull alongside. 

Only three 500cc machines made the 
final, All three were the BSA’s of Dick 
Kelm. Rockwood, Sexbourne and Mike 
Anderson were the three riders, The 
fifth place was the best finish for the 
machines that have won nine of the pre- 
vious eleven races. The 750's and 650's 
are here to stay. 

Lawwill shattered his “68 record time 
by six seconds! The Harley ace is the 
only rider to ever win the Ascot nation- 
al for H-D and he became the only rider 
to win four nationals this year, It was 
a great ride and a great way toclose out 
the national season, 

The Amateur final was billed as the 
tie-breaker between Dave Aldana and 
Don Castro, Each came into the race as 
six time winners on thecircuitthis year, 
Aldana grabbed the limelight first by 
becoming the fastest qualifier overall 
in time trials. Castro was third, 

Each rider won his heat race, Castro 


had the fastest time of the two over the 
ten lap distance, 

The 14 lap final found both on thefront 
line along with Dave Hansen who had 
come from last in his heat race to win, 





Castro took the lead off the line ‘but 
the race only went to the North turn 
where Randy Smith and Squire Toniasi, 
the only out of stater to make the final, 
collided, Both fell off with Smith minus 
his machine, flying back first into the 
crashwall, : 

Tomasi walked to the pits with Smith 
taken in the ambulance to Gardena Hos- 
Pital, He has beenreleasedin the care of 
his physician, 

On the restart it was Aldana in front 
and Castro off slow, running sixth, Dave 
led it all the way with Castro finally 
working his way up to a distant third, 
The tie was broken, Aldana is top Ama- 
teur on the basis of ‘the record for “69;

Mert said in an interview a few hours 
after capping his best season with a run 
away Ascot National victory, «T'drafher 
race motorcycles, but the cars offer a 
lot more money." The soft-spoken Cali- 
fornian ‘said there is no way to compare 
motorcycle and car racing, «Bike racing 
is more man than it is machine, Car 
racing depends a lot more on the parti- 
cular car you are driving?” 

In Mert’s opinion the ‘sport needs 
more promotion and support from the 
manufacturers, National Circuit follow- 
ers who fly to events, then spend the 
night in a motel before the races are 
much better off than most of the racers, 
Mert Lawwill, National Number One, 
drives his van from race to race. 
Sometimes he arrives at a track in 
something less than perfect phsycial 
shape.

RED MOUNTAIN, CAL., Oct. 5 — The 
rugged California desert— including part 
of Death Valley — was' the scene of the 
150-mile Jackass Enduro, capably nre- 
sented by the Foothill Hawks of Monte- 
belio, California, The run began at 
Chuck’s Wagon Wheel, a camping oasis 
14 miles north of Red Mountain. 
Starting at 7 a.m. Sunday morning, 
885 riders took off in groups of six to 
fight choking dust, alkali pits, treacher- 
ous washouts and bike-breaking rocks, 
The first loop, 26 miles long, and part

of the 124- mile second and last loop was 
especially difficult because of so much 
traffic. 

Most riders considered the course 
suitably marked, There were ribbon, 
lime, and signs all over to showthe way. 
A total of 19 speed changes were indi- 
cated, with 14 secret checks set up. 
(one check point, number “E”, was 
officially thrown out, It had been mis- 
takenly set up one mile too soon,) 

Only an estimated 30 percent of the 
starters were able to check in at the

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rock canyons and across dry lake beds. 


final point back at the pit area. Key time 


for the finish was 2:15 p.m. 

The 26-mile first loop, laid out close 
to camp because of the. many anticipated 
breakdowns of Novice riders, was al- 
most all cross-country. Riders went over 
hills, through tricky canyons, over vol- 
canic rocks and into blinding dust. At 
one point, the course reached analtitude 
of 4500 feet, Then riders picked up a 
trail back to the pits for an optional five 
minute gas break. 

The second loop began with a 16- 
mile road, Designated speed here was 
36 mph, but many late riders were hit- 
ting it at 75-80 mph. It was slick with 
countless hoop-de-do's. 

The course then passed through parts 
of Searles Dry Lake with its luner-like 
landscape. Riders encountered large 
beds of talc, salt, potash, and foul- 
smelling sulfur. 

At the Trona Airport gas check, rid- 
ers began thinning out considerably. 
Those still running went on to encounter 
jagged slate rocks, alkali and narrow, 
deep canyons where it was impossible to 
pass a slow or stalled rider. 
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Parts of the enduro course reached elevations of 6500 feet causing real problem

At the lower Pinnacle Mountains, the 
altitude reached 6500 feet, causing many 
two-stroke engines to load up badly. 
More canyons and rocks, and then riders 
came to Ballarat for a 27 minute noon 
check, 

Ballarat is an old boom town that was 
established circa 1896. At one time, be- 
fore the mines dried up, it had a popu- 
lation of 30,000. 

From Ballarat, riders headed north 
over a fire road to the edge of Death 
Valley. Then they swung south and took 
The Wagon Road, once utilized by 20- 
mule team wagons to haul borax and 
talc from the mines to Trona, (Back 
then, the fifty-mile trip took three days 
to complete.) 

There were also deep sandwashes 
that, if not taken at sufficient speed, 
would sink a rider's machine, Then into 
Trona Airport again for more gas. 

Through mountains, a trailparalleling 
the Trona Railway tracks, pockets of 
talcum, a rough road to the finish check 
and the unique California National En- 
duro was run,

Wind In The Willows

In the warm summer months when the 
lowland heat and smog become oppres- 
sive, do you recall the happy carefree 
days of your childhood when you were 
shipped off to the mountains for two 
weeks or a month? Do you long to relive 
those days of camping, sleeping on the 
ground, scampering into your tent to 
escape a sudden summer shower and 
cooking over an outdoor fire? Remember 
how big the moon looked through the 
Pines and how near the stars seemed? 
Remember the sounds of the nightas you 
lay snug in your sleeping bag trying to 
figure what creature made each noise? 
Then remember the fresh pine scent as 
you awoke at dawn, unable to stay in bed 
for a moment longer and you walked 
Silently through the forest discovering 
the wonders of nature greeting another 
day? 

Then you remember the truck load of 
gear that the Camp Director had to haul 
to provide for a few kids for a couple of 
days of camping out, and you suddenly 
return to the present with the realization 
that you, as a motorcycle hobbyist, are 
limited by the size of your bike as to 
what you can carry on a camping trip, 
If you are inclined to “FORGET THE 
WHOLE THING; don’t!!! If you and your 
wife are still young enough at heart to 
want to camp out and too much in love 
with that motorcycle to leave it home 
(aren’t we all!), go ahead, take it camp- 
ing. 


Need a stove? Get one that uses leaded gas 
and you will always have fuel. Let a dis- 
connected gas line trickle into the reservoir, 
fire it up and you can boil two cups of water 
in about five minutes, (Don’t forget to recon- 
nect the gas line). 

In order to see if it is possible to 
pack enough on a bike for a comfortable 
camping trip and put it to use, we de- 
cided to go to the mountains for a week 
end and camp out in one of the public 
campgrounds, 

We rolled out 7’ X 7 lightweightnylon 
tent and aluminum poles inside our 
double sleeping bag and lashed it across 
our fairing aboye the headlight, We made 
a platform of 3/8’? plywood and fastened 
it to the BMW folding luggage rack with 
1/2” conduit clamps, We made it large 
enough to carry a styrofoam ice chest, 
two deflated air mattresses, twoalumin- 
um messkits, a first aid chest,and an 
airline shoulder bag full of towels, pa- 
jamas etc, We also packed a collapsa- 
ble 2-1/2 gallon plastic jug on the plat- 
form, We carried eggs, butter, cante- 
loupe, bologna, bacon,and a few slices of 
bread in the ice chest with the idea that 
we could buy anything else that we might

need at the village store, Should you wish 
to carry them, dehydrated dinners are 
available in the sporting goods stores, 

In the saddle bags along with our spare 
Plugs and tire patching kit, we packed 
sweaters, nylon jackets, shaving gear, 
a small camp axe for driving tent stakes, 

` and a new purchase that I had just made 
— a little Swedish made brass gasoline 
Stove that was no longer than a medium 
Sized vegetable can. 

I had seen a stove like it a year or so 
previously in the possession of an Aus- 
tralian youth who was traveling around 
the world by motorcycle. I had never 
seen one for sale until just the week 
before our planned camp-out. It uses 
leaded gas which eliminates the necessity 
of an extra fuel can, All you have to do 
to fill it is disconnect the motorcycle fuel 
line and let the gasoline trickle into the 
reservoir, It needs no pumping and will 
boil two cups of water in about five 
minutes, It will operate for 45 minutes 
on one filling. We each carriedatwocell 
flashlight for night time illumination, 

We left for the mountains after work 
on Friday, and arrived at the camp- 
ground just at dusk, After finding a suit- 
able space, we had to pitch our tent in 
the dark, The flashlights were invaluable 
while driving stakes, even though a 
friendly neighbor camper brought his 
Coleman Lantern over to light up the 
area. 

We had stopped on the road for a sand- 
wich so had no need to prepare an 
evening meal, but as an excuse totry out 
the little stove, wepreparedacouple of 
cups of instant coffee. The stove ex- 
ceeded all expectations, and I climbed 
into the sleeping bag anticipating the 
morning when I could cook breakfast 
over the hissing blue flame, 

NIGHT NOISES 

As we lay in the tent with the vent flap 
open, the moon and stars looked just as 
we had remembered them but the night 
noises were usually other campers play- 
ing loud tapes on their auto stereos, 
Shouting, or starting a mini-bike with 
unmuffled pipes. 

I eventually got to sleep and awakened 
as the first streaks of sunlight touched 
our tent. My wife was still oblivious to 
the new day, sleeping like a baby on her 
air mattress, In order nottodisturbher, 
I crept out of the tent like a middle- 
aged Indian, She expended a couple of 
muffled grynts to let me know that I 
wasn’t successful, but soon regained her 
former state of unconsciousness as I 
finally overcame the double zipper on the 
mosquito-net front tent flaps, 

The compact stove worked perfectly 
and I soon had a hot cup of coffee, With 
the other cup of hot water, I dampened 
a cloth and washed the sleepiness out of 
my eyes, cleaned my hands and setabout 
preparing my breakfast, A couple of 
slices of bacon were soon sizzling in the 
mess kit lid which had a long handle 
Secured by a wing nut, It was heavier 
than the pan, making it necessary to hold 
it at all times to keep it from toppling 
over, I got along fine with the bacon and 
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Improvisation is the key to easy camping. An 
upended log becomes atable for a cook stove. 


' soon had enough grease to fry a couple 


of eggs. They were cooking beautifully 
and as I like them over easy, I began 
looking for something to flip them with. 
I let loose of the handle for a moment to 
look in a box on the plywood platform on 
the luggage rack (it doubles as a small 
table) and the handle over-balanced the 
pan and the eggs, grease and all,flipped 
themselves over, breaking on the front 
of my trousers and running down the 
legs. Luckily, we had brought some ex- 
tra eggs, but this time I scrambled 
them. The commotion that I made when 
the eggs flipped had awakened my wife, 
and although I offered to fry her bacon 
and eggs, she preferred to prepare her 
own breakfast. The eggs stuck to the 
aluminum mess kit, however, and she 
had to use it as her plate, I madea 
mental note to somehow carry a cast 
iron skillet next time, It would be worth 
the extra weight, 
K.P. 

Washing dishes with only two cups of 
hot water presents its problems, but as 
fresh cold water was plentiful, we man- 
aged to get things in fairly good shape 
before our next meal, 

As the morning wore on, the day 
warmed considerably and the flying in- 
sects concentrated on our necks and 
arms, We endured their attacks, as we 
had neglected to pack any insect repel- 
lant, until I inquired of the friendly 
neighbor, He gave us some repellantand 
the bugs disappeared, We remembered 
the joys of hiking through the forest, but 
at 6,000 feet altitude, the hike to the rest

room was about all we could handle, It 
was too warm in the tent to get any rest 
so I pulled the air mattresses out into 
the shade of a tree and we relaxed and 
napped, changing locations as the sun 
moved the shade around, 

Thunder clouds formed in the after- 
noon and it felt like it might rain which 
would have been welcome as it would 
have settled the dust that was filtering 
into everything including us, It never 
materialized, however, and we were 
secretly wishing for a shower and a 
change of clothes. We left camp for 
awhile and rode the bike to the Village 
Store where we bought fixings for our 
evening meal, 

The Forestry Service had provided a 
barbecue grill at each camp and we 
roasted the hot dogs over the glowing 
coals, They were delicious, 

We are going camping again and we're 
going on the motorcycle, Thereareafew 
more things that we will have to find 
room for, but with a little more planning, 
it can- be done, In spite of our little in- 
conveniences, we had a good time, It is 
human nature to forget unpleasant hap- 
penings and to retain the happier mo- 
ments, 

We realize once again that it is ab- 
solutely impossible to recapture the past, 
Conditions change and we grow older, 
The happy childhoood hikes through the 
high forests have to remain in our 
memory only, Besides, if you stop and 
really think about it, they weren't so 
happy — if you recall the poison oak, bee 
stings, sunburn,and thorns in the bare 

feet, Isn't the working of the human brain 
a wonderful thing?

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Belgians Ecstatic Over First Trophy Des

KESTER, BELGIUM, Sept. 14, 1969 — 
AFTER the surprise win by the Belgian 
Team of the 500cc round of the Trophy 
des Nations at Farleigh Castle, crowd 
turn out and enthusiasm was at an all 
time high at Kester, the site of the 250cc 
round in Belgium this year. The Belgian 
Team had not won a Trophy des Nations 
event since 1951 so this could probably 
account for the 30,000 paid spectators 
who showed up for the race. The crowd 
was not disappointed, The race schedule 
provided fierce motocross combat all 
day long, and to top things off, the Bel- 
gian Team won again! 

In the morning during practice the 
battle began to shape up. The Belgian 
Team consisted of current 250cc World 
Champion, Joel Robert, this year’s win- 
ner of the Belgian G.P, Roger DeCoster, 
runner-up in the 250cc World Champ 
race Sylvain Geboers, and Belgian 
Champion Marcel Wiertz. The Swedes 
fielded such men as 500cc World Champ 
Bengt Aberg, Arne Kring, Chris Ham- 
margren, Torsten Hallman, and Suzuki 
mounted Ollie Petterson, The Czech 
Team looked strong and fast and the 
English Team appeared steady and safe, 

The race was run in two heats of 50 
minutes and a final of 50 minutes plus 
1 lap, In the first heat the Czech Miro- 
slave Halm won the lead at the start 
followed closely by fellow countryman

E.C. Birt — The Racer’s Tuner

For some time now some of the best 
running racing machines around have 
received the loving care that E.C, Birt 
and his partner Luther Dill give to an 
engine, They build precision two-strokes 
and by the word precision they don’t 
mean just the engine work itself. Every 
engine is tailored to the individual own- 
ing it, ‘‘Every rider is different and has 
his own ideas of how he wants his engine 
to perform,” E.C, says, ‘‘I especially 
like to work with the Novices. We stant 
them out with a conservative barrel and 
build it up gradually as they progress 
in ability, A Novice can’t use full power 
at the beginning anyway, but I give him 
everything he can use,’ 

Besides keeping the average racers 
happy, E.C. has contributed much to the 
success of such riders as Gary Bailey, 
Bruce Baron and Claus Nilson, After he 
started working on Bailey’s machine, 
Gary took a second in the Tiny Bear run 
and went on to win all kinds of speed 
tests aboard the Hodaka, E.C, is modest 
about the machines he’s worked on but 
when you finally pry his successes out 
of him he’s justifiably proud with a bike 
that won 13 straight wins at the Trojan 
TT and one that won the sweepstakes at 
the Forst Ranch Inter-Am race, At an- 
other Inter-Am E.C, himself led his 
class right up ‘til the end when he 
fell off, 

Although he races himself, it's the 
technical side of competition that is the 
most important to him. “I just enjoy 
working on bikes, If one of my bikes 
wins or places high I’m happy as if I had 
ridden it myself. That’s enough achieve- 
ment for me,’’ 

: Jack Milne was the man who got him 
started in competition riding, Before 
that Birt was just playing around in the 
desert although in 1959 he raced cars, a 
Bonneville machine and a sprint car, 
Starting in English trials he won five 
times straight, ‘‘That moved me to Ex- 
pert in a hurry but I didn’t want to build 
up a bigger trials bike so I moved on.’ 
It was by riding in races that he came 
up with the idea to build custom tailored 
engines for racers, 

E.C, told us, ‘‘Most of the shops just 
don’t cut it with tuning racing machines, 
They are geared for the road rider and 
general maintenance work. They don’t 
have the time to tinker with a racing 
engine that I do. There are a few good 
shops around who can work with a racer 
but not many, I still get upset when 
someone, especially a kid, comes to me 
with an engine that he’s put a lot of 
money into that still won’t run right and 
that has been really ruined. You can take 
metal off in a hurry but you can’t 
put it back,” 

From this session in E.C,’s small but 
immaculate garage, we wenta few blocks 
away to Luther Dill’s home, where he 
has a machine shop that boggles the 
mind. 


**poppa" Dill is the head machinist 
and lay-out man for Diamond Tool when 
he and E.C, haven't got their heads to- 
gether over someone's barrel, They've 
been working together for over two 
years. They met when Luther bought a 
bike from E.C, and he himself is an ex- 
racer and used to ride the old board 
tracks. 

E.C, has a big record book he showed 
us with every barrel and pipe he has 
built recorded in it with the measure- 
ments and performance ratings. The 
whole operation is completely methodical 
with nothing left out, He also showed, 
with a sly little grin,a new three port 
barrel and piston for, a Sachs that he’s 
working on, 

“How does it run?” 

Another little grin, ‘‘Just fine,’’ 

Besides getting your bike set up for 
you as the rider, what else do you get 
when E.C. does your tuning? For one 
thing his pipes are a clever idea. De- 
signed with a removable stinger, it 
gives you 500 rpm's on your range band 








How Will 
— "Operation 
Intercept” Affect 
Touring Cyclists? 


By Bill Harmer 


Starting Sunday, September 21, 1969, 
the United States government began a 
new policy of checking all persons re- 
turning from Mexico atallborder cross- 
ings from San Ysidro to the Gulf of 
Mexico, Named “OPERATION INTER- 
CEPT”, the check is aimed at stopping 
the flow of Marijuana and other nar- 
cotics into the country. It is not a move 
designed to make a lot of arrests, but to 
keep would-be smugglers from attempt- 
ing to bring in contraband. 

In practice, every truck, automobile, 
motorcycle, or pedestrian is stopped 
and searched as they return to the 
United States. As a result, during the 
first day’s peak periods, traffic was 
piled up at the crossing all the way back 
to the Caliente Race Track, a distance 
of about 6 miles, In such instances, 
automobiles and trucks have no choice 
but to go to the endof the line and endure 
hours of immobility as the lines inch 
toward the crossing. 

Pedestrians also must submit to ques- 
tioning and sometimes a search of their 
purses or person, They, too, are in for 
a wait as only two officers are checking 
their line, Motorcycles, however, don’t 
fare too badly, They can do as they 
always have; when they get to the end of 
the waiting car lines, they either con- 
tinue between the lines or go on either 
side, About a block from the border, the 
lines fan out into as many lanes as the 
U.S, Customs have open at the time. 
There is a maximum of sixteen lines 
available and the personnel at the San 
Ysidro Crossing has been increased so 
that an average of fourteen lines are 
in use. 

We talked with Customs Agent, Mar- 
vin Milner, who kindly answered our 
questions, At the time of this writing, 
the “OPERATION” was 72 hours oldand 
an automobile crossing the border could 
expect about a 30 minute wait in line. 
This, of course, is for week day traffic 
as there had not been a weekend except 
for the initial Sunday, 

Agua Caliente: Race Track is now 
offering free bus and taxi service to and 
from the border, which should alleviate 
some of the automobile traffic. Mr. 
Milner reported that the success of 
“OPERATION INTERCEPT” is exceed- 
ing the Treasury Department’s highest 
expectations and it is doing exactly as it 
was intended to do: cutting off the flow

to play with depending if you’re on afast 
TT track or slogging away on a moto- 
Cross course, and that's a mighty handy 
thing to have if you're in sand one week 
and on asphalt the next, 

But perhaps the most important thing 
you get is the way E.C., stands behind his 
work. On each barrel he builds he in- 
stalls a little gold plaque bearing his 
name because he has that much pride in 
his work. The way he works sounds 
almost too good to be true but ask any- 
one who rides one of his bikes. 

He and Luther belong to what seems 
all to often an almost vanished breed of 
men — true craftsmen with pride in 
what they do.

of illicit drugs into the United States, 

When you reach the line, instead of 
the usual 20 seconds visual check, you 
can expect about a two minute physical 
check, Saddle bags and boot boxes will 
be rummaged through, and if you have 
tents or bed rolls, they may or may not 
be opened for custom's search. 

In conclusion I might cite from per- 
sonal experience. Returning from the 
TT Races in Tijuana at the peak of the 
initial day's traffic, when automobiles 
were taking as long as six hours to 
make the crossing, by skirting the lines 
and pulling in front of a waiting car at 
the border (my normal practice), I was 
actually delayed about 15 minutes longer 
than usual, So unless you plan on bring- 
ing back “pills or pot’’, feel free to 
make plans to participate in the Annual 
Cycle News Ensenada Tour on Novem- 
ber ist and 2nd. There will probably be 
less traffic than usual as most car 
drivers will ‘‘chicken out’’,

Mechanical problems put him in the pits to watch Ron Pierce pass Don Emde for the 
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By Dennis Crouse 


In the spring of the early 1840’s, the 
cry “The grass is up" could be heard 
along the Missouri River near Independ- 
ence, The start of the trek to Oregon was 
at hand, The Oregon Trail was finally 
free of blizzards for about six months, 
Emigrants loaded their wagons with 
food, school books, essential furniture, 
and the family to travel the nearly 2,000 
miles from Independence, Missouri, 
through what is now Nebraska, Wyoming, 
Idaho and Oregon to settle in the Wil- 
liamette Valley near the Pacific Ocean, 
Nearly 300,000 hardy pioneers succeed- 
ed. Many others didn’t, The causes of 
death were varied, but one cause could 
readily be forecast, If the travelers 
arrived later than the 4th of July at 
Independence Rock, (about half way 
through Wyoming,) the blizzards near 
the peak of the Rockies brought calamity 
to the wagaon trains, 

Late last spring three modern 
pioneers decided to follow the Oregon 
Trail. Being Californians, we had little 
knowledge of the Trail. When an article 
about it appeared in a magazine, we 
heard the haunting cry ‘‘The grass is 
up". The article gave us the idea to 
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limit our trek to just the portion of the 
Trail from Torrington, Wyoming to Fort 
Bridger, Wyoming. My father-in-law, 
and brother-in-law, Ed Craven and Ed 
Jr., respectively, and myself, areardent 
motorcycle buffs and the mixture of 
bikes and the Trail was our challenge. 

Selection of the proper trail bikes was 
of primary importance to us since the 
bikes we normally rode were not suit- 
able for the rough trail, We selected a 
new lightweight, small displacement 
(150cc) trail bike. The bikes were Rene- 
gade Trail/Scramblers manufactured by 
American Eagle Products Division of 
McCormack International Motors, 

By trial and error, we determined 
that the standard street gearing was 
sufficient, but we would need knobby 
tires for better traction and lean jetsfor 
the high altitude, (about 8,000 feet). 

In order to duplicate the early effort, 
we arrived late in May at Torrington, 
Wyoming, which is a mere six miles 
from Nebraska on the Oregon Trail. 
Upon inquiring about the location of the 
Trail, we were informed that it was on 
privately owned land which was fenced to 
Casper. When we examined the map, we 
found that State Highway 26 closely 
paralleled the Trail to Casper, Since the

bikes were street legal, we traveled on 
the blacktop to Fort Laramie which was 
located on the Trail, We then continued 
on to Guernsey Reservoir taking time to 
enjoy the country as we traveled, 

The next morning brought with it an- 
other challenge. The morning tempera- 
ture had fallen to 41 degrees when an 
early bandit awoke us, A raccoon was 
trying to break into our C-rations. We

shared our meager breakfast with him 
and then rode to Register Cliff at 5 a.m, 
with the cold biting our faces. 

The cliff is made of sandstone into 
which thousands of pioneers had scratch- 
ed their names, hometowns and dates, I 
copied three of the more legible names, 
Among them the name of C.O, Willard, 
Boston, 1855, turned out to be enshrined 
forever. About 200 miles further along 
the Trail we came to a grave with his 
name, dated 1855. Near Guernsey we 
visited a site on the Trail known as The 
Ruts. The Ruts were formed by the 
passage of the many thousands of Cones- 
toga wagons crossing this area, 

We went to Casper by the fastest route 
and arrived there in time to buy face 
shields, 

Beyond The Ruts access to the Trail 
was via Poison Spider Road according 
to an inhabitant of Casper, But Poison 
Spider Road runs right into a ‘‘No 
Trespassing’’ sign and a fence that dis- 
appeared in the dusk of evening. We 
needed to find a campsite and ít began 
to sprinkle. But our day wasn't quite 
over yet. Just as we were starting to 
make camp on the Platte River, we 
were attacked by hordes of moquitoes, 
Between the rain and mosquitoes, the 
decision was made to hurry back to the 
comfort of a motel in Casper, 

The next morning when we could see 
and feel the degree of the burn, Ed Sr, 
decided to lay over for one day to heal a 
little and meet us further on at Jeffrey 
City. The three pioneers were reduced 
to two, We found the Trail with the help 
of the American Eagle dealer, That 
morning he rode with us three or four 
miles along the Trail and then he pointed 
across the open range and, as he was 
heading back to Casper, said ‘‘Independ- 
ence Rock is over there; watch out for 
the rattlers.’’ I strapped on my pistol 
for comfort and we were on the unfenced 
Oregon Trail at last! 

The Trail wound just south of Wild 
Horse Mesa, which was devoid of horses 
that day. Later on we had to ford Horse 
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This is Calamity Jane's Atlantic City dance 
hall as it Is today. For an image of its for- 
mer glory see page 28. 

Creek to continue on to Independence 
Rock, but the Creek bottom was full of 
deep holes and large rocks, Even though 
the bikes had Ceriani suspension to 
handle the rocks and lots of ground 
clearance, we searched for an hour to 
find a suitable fording spot for the 
“horses”? in our bikes. The ride to 
Independence Rock was hot, nearly 100 
degrees with no shade, just greasewood,, 
sandy soil, and (as we were told) snakes, 
Once we saw this mammoth rock, navi- 
gation was simple, 

From this rock one can see Devils 
Gate just five miles away. To get there 
along the Trail, we had to follow the 
south bank of the Sweetwater River, It 
was big, deep, and swift flowing. The 
only way to cross the river was via the 
highway, so we headed for the south bank 
of the river on State Highway 220. As we 
approached Devils Gate, we found C.O, 
Willard’s grave, This was a shock, but 
on the Trail, death seemed to have taken 
its fair measure.

New 100cc Junior Green Streak Gets Refinement In Hands Of A Tuner

Not long ago Kawasaki service man- 
ager Al Goslee turned me on to the new- 
est 100cc competition bike from Kawa- 
saki. Called the Junior Green Streak, the 
new screamer is Kawasaki’s entry into 
the growing field of ultra-lightweight 
racers, 

After riding the new machine I had no 
doubts about its potential and wasted no 
time in accepting Al’s offer of loaning the 
bike to. me for a little racing experimen- 
tation, 

Once back at the shop the racing 
youngster was given a more thorough 
inspection than a teen-ager at the Mexi- 
can border, Since this bike was a proto- 
type model I had no spare parts to tinker 
with so all innovations had to be im- 
provised or hand made. 

For the first test I gathered a kit of 
jets and plugs, rounded up my rider and 
mechanic and beat a path to the nearest 
sand wash. 

At the sand wash we discovered that 
the bike suffered in the torque depart- 
ment, On a good surfaced drag race I’m 
sure that this wee one would live up to 
its name but in the sand, torque, not 
horse power is the key to speed, This 
fact was my cue togoto workon a torque 
producing exhaust pipe. 

After the new pipe was installed we 
returned to the sand wash for another 
smoke test. I was pleased to find that

now the power was usable even in the 
deepest sand. 

The next problem we encountered was 
that of gearing, The similarity of Japan-

Bill developed modifications and refinements that let the Junior 


sprocket of another bike to give us the 
gear ratio that we desired. 

Although the bike had not received all 
the projected modifications we decided to 
take it out for a track test, With absolute- 
ly no track time on the Kawasaki’s 


record, Bobby Hardison, our rider pulled 
off a win in a Junior TT race anda 
second in a Senior flat track event, 

After the races the riders provided 
me with more ideas on how to refine the 
bike, They thought that the rear suspen- 
sion was fine but that the front had very 
little dampening and was also shy on 
travel, I did some checking on the geo- 
metrics and found that the forks were not 
only limited in travel but also that the 
overall fork length was short causing the 
front wheel to ‘‘dig in’’ on corners, 

Once again, another Japanese bike pro- 
vided the component to solve our prob- 
lem. With every effort we hada newfront 
end for our racer, 

The next trial given our protegee was 
competition in a Senior motocross race, 
This is possibly the best test of the true 
worth of a dirt bike. 

Jeff Wright, young desert racer, gave 
the Kawa a pounding in the 125 Senior 
class of a recent motocross and took a 
solid second place for the day. That is 
quite a feat on a new and unfamiliar 
machine, 

In the pits after the final moto Jeff 
said about the bike, ‘‘It handles really 
well with the new front end, but it is the 
most pipey bike I have ever ridden, With 
the high, road race gearing in it now! 
had to slip the clutch in low gear around 
three of the tighter turns, There is no 
doubt in my mind that the engine can put 
on the pressure. You have to get it up to 
about twelve grand before it starts re- 
sponding and then it just screams,’’ 


Neckbreaker Causes Another Tragedy 


Whether deliberate or unintentional, 
one neckbreaker is just as fatal as an- 
other. Negligence has too long allowed 
these deadly, unmarked chains, wire, 
and cables to be stretched across the 
motorcyclist’s path, 

Death took its toll again because of 
these hazards when thirteen year old 
Clayton Bruce Flowers of Texas was 
killed recently by barbed wire stretched 
across an alley. The intent of the man 
who strung the wire is still questioned, 
But regardless of the reason, this 
youth’s death is another case warning 
that such traps must be clearly marked 
or removed,

IRVING MAN CHARGED IN LOCAL 
YOUTH’S DEATH 

Murder charges have been filed on an 
Irving resident in connection with the 
death of a local teenager who was killed 
Wednesday night when the motorcycle 
he was riding struck a strand of barbed 
wire stretched across an alleyway be- 
hind Luzon Street, 

Irving Police Detective Al Gammon 
said Monday that the man is being held 
in Dallas County Jail without bond, 
pending a hearing before a county judge. 
Gammon and Det, Jerry Ellison were 
assigned to the investigation of the death 
of Clayton Bruce Flowers, 13, of 2010 
Normandy who according to first inves- 
tigating officer, Patrolman Mark Mc 
Quinn, was visiting his brother at 3120 
Luzon. McQuinn said the boy left his 
brother’s house at about 8 p.m. last 
Wednesday and was riding his motor- 
cycle across an open field behind the 
houses on the south side of Luzon Street, 

When the youth turned east along an 
alley at the rear of residentialproperty, 
the motorcycle struck a strand of barbed 
wire which had been stretched from a 
corner fence post across the alley to a 
small tree. 

The wire snapped over the handlebars 
of the cycle, apparently striking the 
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youth in the throat, He was pronounced 
dead at Irving Community Hospital at 
8:25 p.m, 

An autopsy ordered by Judge Lloyd G. 
Russell, Irving Jüstice of the Peace, 
revealed death was caused by transection 
of the trachea, The intial investigation 
led to a ruling of accidental death by 
Judge Russell, but further investigation 
by Irving Police detectives Gammon and 
Ellison resulted in the arrest of an 
Irving man who has been charged with 
murder. No date had been set Monday 
for the hearing.

On The Oregon Trail 


As we were refueling, we were told 
that the Sweetwater was at least five 
feet deep at the bank from the heavy 
snows of the past winter and that to 
attempt a crossing would be suicidal. 
As evening came we made camp about 
three miles south of the River on the 
open plains of the Sweetwater Desertand 
just 19 miles from Split Rock, 

The next morning, after defrosting 
ourselves, we set out along the bank of 
the Sweetwater River. We hugged the 
bank because the soil in the desert was 
very loose sand; this made the maneu- 
vering of the bikes nearly impossible 
as one needed to maintain a minimum 
speed just to prevent sinking. 

As we approached a seemingly de- 
serted shack, we were stunned to find 
an old, toothless, bowlegged man, with 
a wool hat pulled down to his ears, right 
in our path, His surprise was only sec- 
ond to ours. After a few moments of 
mutual disbelief, he informed us that we 
had been riding on his land and we could 
continue on our way providing we didn't 
stampede his cattle, 

He also gave us information on the 
easiest way to reach the Trail without 
running into much mud! We soon en- 
countered the mud, As Ed charged over 
a sand dune, he flew over the handlebars 
as the front wheel disappeared into the 
ooze, In an instant, he was lying spread- 
eagle in it, Ed’s laughter told me thathe 
was okay, When I got off my bike, it stood 
perfectly upright with mud up to the 
sprockets, The next mile or two was 
pure marshland, The pioneer spirit 
sweelled in us when the going got bad. 
The following 15 miles of the Trail 
paralleled the river without any mud, 
We arrived at Split Rock and soon ran 
into a rancher who refused to let us 
continue using the Trail as we were 
‘trespassing’ on his land, Again wehad 
seen no signs or fences, Thus we were 
forced to take to the highway to get to 
Jeffrey City to rendezous with Ed Sr, 









As we ate the biggest steaks in town 
for lunch, the sheriff strolled into the 
cafe and inquired about the bikes, He 
informed us that the Trail from Jeffrey 
City to Three Crossings was mostly 
swamp, marsh, and mud, He advised us 
to use the highway toget to Three Cross- 
ings. We made use of the bridge at Three 
Crossings to attain the north bank of the 
Sweetwater, After 10 miles of open des- 
ert, we reached what the emigrants 
called Rocky Ridge. The Ridge is stair- 
steps of jutting rocks, extending for 
miles, The light weight of the bikes al- 
lowed us to maneuver around andacross 
the majority of the outcroppings. 

About halfway through the Ridge, we 
made a side trip to the Sweetwater Can- 
yon to take pictures of this scenic point, 
The Sweetwater River flows through the 
canyon about a thousand feet below the 
rim, We had realized that we had been 
climbing but not quite that much! From 
where we stood, we could see for fifty 
or sixty miles over the Sweetwater 
Desert, The view was magnificent, 

By hard, consistent riding we were in 
Atlantic City. about nine that evening. 
The population was a grand total of 
seven, but what they lacked in numbers 
they more than made up in hospitality 
and congeniality, At one end of Main 
Street was the most popular structure 
in town — the saloon, It is presided over 
by Mr, and Mrs, Lyle Morer who bought 
it in 1961 after it had been vacant for 29 
years, They have filled it with artifacts 
and old photos of the area, this with the 
able assistance of a gentleman we came 
to know as Budweiser Sam, a veritable 
storehouse of knowledge and lore about 
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the Oregon Trail, It was little short of 
amazing to look around this place with 
its mirror that measured 7 feet high by 
25 feet long over the bar, with spittoons 
and a foot rest at the bar, As if that 
wasn’t enough, there was also a player 
piano in workable condition,

The Morers provided dinner and folk- 
lore regarding the town, The largest 
building in town had been a two story 
stone structure, Downstairs was the 
general store, but upstairs Calamity 
Jane had run a famous dance hall, Today 
only the first story exists as an earth- 
quake had destroyed the upper one, 

Just after sun-up we were backtrack- 
ing our trail to find the cameras and film 
that we’d somehow lost between Sweet- 
water Canyon and Atlantic City, About 
half way back, we arrived at Lewiston, 
population zero, in time for an early 
lunch, At this point we left all the pro- 
visions except the water and gasoline, 
and spread out to cover a wider apth, 
We rode back to Sweetwater Canyon 
without any luck, We were looking for the 
needle in the proverbial haystack, There 
was no path or trail left by the bikes on 
the rocky ground and no markers which 
looked familiar, 

We were feeling pretty mean as we 
started back to Lewiston. But this time 
we were lost, The compass was with the 
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*|s anyone home?" The only answer might be 

from a wispy specter. Lewiston is another 

ghost town that is all but deserted today. At 
the height of the land rush in the late 1800’s 

Lewiston was a major stop over point on the 
traveler’s way to the West. 

map in Lewiston and the Trail was south 
of the canyon, somewhere! As we spread 
out and rode southward, I spooked a 
gigantic jackrabbit from his hiding place 
and after about ten minutes of playing 
tag with him, I decided to have some 
target practice while chasing him on my 
bike, All during the trip I had been itch- 
ing to use my new 22 magnum hand gun 
on a moving target. I soon decided I was 
not cut out to be a gunslinger, None of 
my shots were close to the elusive tar- 
get, (maybe because I’m righthanded and 
I' was shooting with my left!) After a 
couple of shots the rabbit obligingly 
stopped just 50 feet from me andI naíled 
him, The other two men veered in to see 
why I was making such a commotion, A 
moment after Ed Jr. stopped riding and 
Started making so much noise that I 
thought he was applauding my shot, How- 
ever, when I rode over to him with my 
prize, he held up a greater one — our 
cameras and film. The pistol had proved 
to be our salvation, along with Mr. 
Obliging Jackrabbit. 

But we still couldn’t find the Trail, If 
we could just get back on it, our sleeping 
bags and supplies would be about 18 
miles due west, We had taken a wrong 
ridge somewhere and couldn’t agree on 
any landmarks at all, Nothing seemed 
familiar or perhaps everything seemed 
too familiar. We had about two hours of 
twilight left, no food and what was more 
important, no sleeping bags, We knew 


what it would be like at 7,500 feet under 
those conditions; things began to look 
pretty grim, 

After a hard climb to the summit of 
another steep ridge, I happened to look 
back. Then I spotted what we had been 
looking for — one of the infrequent State 
cement posts that marked the Trail. We 
had crossed the Trail without knowing it! 

We immediately headed toward Lewis- 
ton, About nine o’clock we stumbled into 
the deserted shack that housed our pro- 
visions. We had been riding continously 
for about 16 hours, so we were dirty and 
exhausted. The cold C-rations went down 


very fast and the sleeping bags were : 


occupied in similar haste, The next 
morning was to be our last in Wyoming 
for a few months since we had to return 
to our regular work a-day lives, 

In retrospect, we had traveled nearly 
500 miles of the 2,000 mile trail and had 
endured the spectrum of difficulties like 
the pioneers of the last century. But 
they didn't have to endure the fences and 
the commercialism of many of todays 
“ghost towns", Today a credit card 
provides any leisure that is desired. A 
trip like ours will be impossible in a 
few more years unless the Wyoming 
Recreation Commission preserves the 
trail for future generations.

and never, but never once took his eyes 
off the starter until the flag dropped, 
His dad had him well coached. 

And yet another died-in-the-wool big 
bore rider made a switch to the two- 
strokes, John Kavanaugh, who has been 
a Triumph man for many a moon show- 
ed up at Elsinore with a Maico and is 
just tickled to death with it. He still has 
his 40-incher but thinks the Maico is 
just the greatest, especially in the hand- 
ling department and being a Trials 
Master, he knows a bit about handling. 
He had the bad luck to have his Bultaco 
Sherpa trials bike destroyed in a gar- 
age fire. 

With more and more riders making 
the change to the two-strokes it will be 


interesting to see what happens in the 
next couple of years. The pendulum for 
big bike popularity swings backand forth 
from season to season, We bet if a four 
stroke concern, say Triumph, mounted 
a full scale campaign in the desert and 
scrambles you’d see a rush back to- 
wards buying that brand. There was a 
time when their machines won darn near 
everything week after week but. they 
were really concentrating on competi- 
tion. One of the “Old Timers” will 
remind everyone how hard some people 
laughed when the first English bikes 
appeared on the market, ** They'll never 
hack it," they said, But hack it they did, 
surviving the desert, the rough scram- 
bles and chasing the bigger more cum- 
bersome machines into oblivion, Then 
came the ‘‘motocross’’ machines and to 
everyone’s surprise they can keep up 
with the four-strokes and then some, 

Huntington Beach Cycle Park will be 
throwing a motocross in the near future, 
complete with a mud hole. There's also 
a new motocross organization starting 
up and they will run under F.I,M. rules, 
For the life of us we can't see why ali 
the different organizations who jumped 
into the world of motocross organizing 
just didn't use the F.I.M, rules, They 
are what a rider rides under anywhere 
in the world and are already in exist- 
ence, Seems to me that it would give our 
riders more opportunity to prepare for 
riding in Europe if they learned the 
rules first here. 

While on the subject of motocross, 
make a note of this. Should you require 
a District 37 motocross riding number 
for the remainder of the season, the 
steward has moved and by sending your 
application to the correct address in- 
stead of waiting for the Post Office to 
forward it will save time. The new one 
is; Eulene Long, 4081 Corona, Norco, 
California.
